Moat. people have heard of 
Bondicea. Many of us have 
seen ber statue at Westiminster. 
There she stunds in her seythed 
chariot, her horses = rearing: 
towurds Bix Ben, 
' To us she appears as a 
romantic symbol of national 
liberly, of herofe revolt agninst 
foreign oppression, But that ts 
nothing like the view which 
Suetonius had af her as his 
scouts warned him of the 
advance of her tribesmen on 
London all those centuries age. 

‘Boadieen—Boudicen Js a more 
necurate verston of her name— 
was the widow of Prasutagus, 
king of the powerful Icen| tribe 
who Uved In Norfolk and 
Suffolk. 

Prosutagus had = made ts 
peace with Rome, He was 
established as a cellent king in a 
position very similar to that of 
the Indfan moharajahs In the 
days of Britain’s empire in 
India, 

‘Under Rome's overlordship, ne 
ruled, his kingdom with a 
measure of independence, 

But when he dled, the burcau- 
crats in Rome had decided on a 


policy ‘of ‘ending these -cllent 
kingdoms, The men-on the spot 
eartled out this policy ruthlessry. 
The king’s lurge personal fortune 
was appropriated, his palace ran- 
sacked. The debts, which many 
of his nobles had incurred tu 
Ronan menry lenders to ace 
quire fashionable Juxurtis, wer. 
called in, 

The debtors were selzed ns 
slaves, When the king's widow 
protested, she wis publicly 
reourged, Her two young 
deughters were brutally. oute 
raged, 

These erlmes  transformea 
Boadicen from a cultured, 
Romanised queen to n savage 
golden-halred fury, with one 
thought only—to wreak fearful 
vengennce on the Romans. At

In one vast raging multitude 
the tribesmen .moved towards
